The 
deponent becn ac a Prisoner in Februnry, 19:2, and remined on the island 
until the Jepanese surrenmer in 1945. “while he was ea prisoner te heard 
nothing as to the fate of the 399 on the Leha side of the Tslona and in 
September, 1345, sent a Durty there to endeavour to trace then. No trece 

was found, but e Japanese medic i. offiecr pointed out e Cairn under which 

he said cbout 200 men were buried, but he could not say ~hether they were 
Austrelian or Jepanese.

Class TaNANA of 
the Canpany-hsadquarters platoons) captured 10 eneiyy troops led by an 
Austrelion Aray Second Jt and tool then to Sowacosd. And besides this, 
as Lientioned above, on the 2nd. of February about 50 austrelian PO were 
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cvidentiary Doewnent No. 5a. Face 2. 
taken prisoners by us when they came to our camp te surrender. 
How were these 20\/s disposed of ?

On the 4th of Febcuary “nsicn S.LucDTO ct Sovecoaa sent a report to Rear-

number of guard for treatment of 20/3, Accord ing to the Sa.s0T0's report 
these 207 either rebel123 acainst hua or made desertions because of the 
misunderstanding dus to difverence of lenyuesee The Admiral SoG angry hearing 
this report, and called Adjutant halal Yai and ne to his room at the Laha 
airfield that evening, where the engineer staff officcr was also present. 


Ye were ordered by the Admiral thot we should kill thea on the following day 
because he had received a report inforiain; that .0%s at Sowacoad were in 
disguietude, In canpliance with this order on the 5th of Fedruary, I took 
about 30 Petty Offie:rs and men to Sowacoad; I caniot recall row fran what 
pletoon these 20 petty cffiacrs ani men were selectede Ina forest of 
coconut-tree, chovt 200 meters towsrd tie airfield fron Sowacoad, we dug out 
holes, and killed 20 /s with swords or bayonets. TI recall, it took about 2 
hours from 10 aeit, The process of the murder was as followsi I divided 39 
Petty Officers snd inen into 3 srours, the first croup for leading the 70s 
out of a dwellin; house where the victims were teuporerily conf ined, the 
second for preventing disorder on their way fran the house to the forest, 
the third for beheadin: or Stabling the .Ols, The 20's were sent to t-e 
spot one by one end aade to lmeel with bandase on their eyese Our men of 
the third croup, one at a tiae, came out in turn efther to behead a P07 with 
his sword or to stab him thsouch the breast with his beyonet, 

These Y0%s were all Austvalions, includin; 4 or 5 officcrss ff am sure that 
there was a major, whose nauwe was unknown to me. All corpses vere buried 

in the holes. ‘The names of ow men then eaployed for this execution cannot 
be recolled at all. But it is certoin that there were present on the spot no 
officer, either warrant or camaissioned, except myself. Most of the time I 
placed myself in the middle beiween the house md the place of the Killing 
to do thdoverall camaand; but I went to the spot »hen the last victim was 

to be executed. Interpreter LIUCI was then in the dwellin:: house to send 
out the 20% fran the house.

that of the previous murder being 10 or 150 meters avay troa it, and was 
about 200 metcrs off the head- quarters of the Leha Detachucnt. T 
divided 90 men into 9 crouys; 2 grouvs for bloody Killing, 3 grouns for 
watching the 20.8; on their ways to the killing plece, 2 Groups for 
senciny 20 s out of the bavracks, one srouo for guard on the spot of the 
killing, the last one vor eicrse. cy, The 20's ere carried by truck from 
the barracks to the Detazlmc nt buildings about 500 neters in distance, and 
they wore on foot i'raa the Detachacit building to the spot of the killing.
